TUB CnisiwB ARMY. — The Chinese army 


is composed of three elements : 1. Tartars, or 
*t»ndi»rd-Ufarers ; 2. Troops of the Green 
Standard ; S. Volunteers. Tho standard bear- 
ers are the descendants of the Mantchoos and 
Mougolvwho entered China two centuries ago, 
along with the new dynasty, and of the Chinese 
\vho first made their fluhnmsion. They have 
preserved fun" of their ancient military quali- 
ties ; and, satisfied with the deeds of their fore- 
fathers, are content to live U|«m the taxes im- 
posed for their benefit after the conquest. Of 
these, one hundred and fifty thousand are or- 
ganized in the vicinity of Peking, and one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand in tlie out-lying pro- 
vince called by the Chinese "Colonies." 


The troops of the Green Standard form a 


sort of national guard, and number about six 
hundred and lift}' thousand men, who, in time 
of peace, follow their regular vocations.

THE PITT8BUEOH DELUGE. 


On Sunday evening Pittsburgh and Allegheny 


City were visited by a terrible calamity In tlie 
•tape of a flood. Tlie prevailing theory is, that 
Hie cause of the disaster was tlie bursting of a 
water-spout, though other opinions are held. 
TlH! water descended in vast torrents, and in 
the Iwinkling of an eye the streets were flooded. 
Hundreds of houses were swept nway ; -and a 
rough estimate pliiccs the pecuniary loss at 
$3,000,000. Over 200 live are reported lost; 
but no trustworthy estimate of the loss of life 
or damage to property can be made from the 
confused reports from tli« papers received at 
this time. The first reports, instead of being

•gives this vivid picture of the clashing elements, 
to tlie New York Tribune: 


" A description of tlie appalling storm, or fcred eclii>sc at noo 


•water-spout, whichever it may be called, should whoever lias ears. 
not be out of tlie way, although it would be 
impossible to draw even a faint picture of tlie 
awful original. At about 6', o'clock- on Sunday 
evening two great black clouds came up Iiom 
opposite points of the compass, one to the south- 
west and one to the north-east. They rose 
slowly, like two awful demons. Their edges 
were ragged and black, decked here and there 
•with patches of fiery colors. A dozen little 
promontories jotted out here and there, like the 
licit Is of hydra upon each, changing shape and 
appearance every moment, assuming the ap- 
pearance of bird, or beast, or monster; occa- 
sionally extending far upacross the Intervening 
spnce, as though to reconnoitre the enemy, and 
ihen again receding. But all this time the two 
prat giants swathed In inky blackness, and 
almost without outline, slowly approached each 
othor.

To pick up anew the sorrows of the last ten 


years, tho stings and pains I had daily schooled 
myself to bury and forgive, makes this impera- 
tive duty, as called forth by tbe malicious state- 
mcut of my husband, the saddest act of my 
life. 
Besides my thought of following the 


Master contradicts this act of my [ten and a 
sense of the persecution of my life. Faitli al- 
most compels me now to stand aside till God 
himself delivers. Yet. I bee in this wanton act 
of urgent call and privilege from which I shiink 
not.

The reiteration in his statement that he had 
sistently striven to hide these so called facts, 
'utterly false, as i'is haired to Mr. Beecher 


las existed these many years, ant! a detcniiiua- 
ion to ruin Mr. Beecher has been the one aim 
rf his life. Again the perlidy v;ith which the 
joliest love a wife ever ottered has been reck- 
essly discovered in this publication reaches 
veil nigh to sacrilege, and, added to this, Ihc 
endeavor, like the early scandal of Mrs. Wood- 
iul, to make uiy own words condemn me, has 


pletcly vindicating my honor and the honor of 
my pastor. In tlio afternoon he left me to show 
it to his friends. HR returned home early in the 
evening, passing the happiest hour I had known 
for years, renewing by assuring mo that there 
was no rest, for him away from me. So in grat- 
ietid love to the dear Father I slept. On that 
the end had then come. I would not then have 
received the cruel blow which made a woman 
mad outright,. 


The next morning he called upon ourfriends, 


Mr. and Mrs. Oviugton, and there, with a shock- 
ing bravado, began a wicked tirade, adding, with 
oath and violence, the shameless slanders 
against Mr. Bcechpr, of which I now believe 
him to be the author. This fearful scene I 
learned tlie nest day. 
In the afternoon he 


showed me his invitation from the committee 
to meet them that evening. I did not then show 
mv hurt, but carried iL heavily wilhin, but calm- 
ly without, nil night till early next morning. 
Reflection upon tins scene at Mr. Ovington's 
convinced me that, notwithstanding my hus- 
band's recent professions to me, his former 
spiiit was unchanged. That this declaration 
of repentance and affection was only for the 
purpose of gaining my assistance to accomplish 
his ends in his warfare upon Mr. Beecher.

eleemosynary rovers ; bnL very often when fooel 
is given to them it will be fonnel not fur from 
the house, thrown away, not suiting the Ueslc 
of the dainty gratis purveyors, who will repeat 
the same question at the' nest lioeise they come 
lo. expecting to get something more Dilatable. 
Quite a number of females, ttavcl around with 
the turnips. On Friday night of last week, a 
lone, woman tramp was discovered Ij ing uuelei 
one of Mr. Wisher's pear trees, in Bristol town- 
ship, about ten o'clock at night; she was bare- 
foot and thinly clad, the dew of heaven was 
fast ilesceniliiig to dampen and chill her emaei- 
aled and fragile fonp, when she was accident- 
ally lenind by some of the inmates of Ihe house 
ami kindly t.ikcn ill and provided with lodgings 
for the night. She was about thirty years of 
age, and did not jrivc any consistent account of 
lieisclf; she said she was born in Bust'in, and 
was in pen suit of, i place to ivurk; she gave her 
name; as Kosaline Curtis, but was adopted by a 
family and her [jaUonymio was diopped, and 
she geies by the asseimccl name of Susan Ilibbs, 
though probably not from the same ancestry of 
the numerous IT.bbs family of this region.

J., and a. village near by it, named 
Riiysvllle!, but beyond this no satisfactory infor- 
m-ition could be obtained. Her complexion 
and Iiml enncnMe is strongly of the gipsy type, 
and she may be an outcast from that vagabond 
clan of people. But it is lamentable to sec so 
many suspicious-looking stragglers traveling on 
the public roads, inquiring for uork and some- 
thing to eat, many of whom are intemperate, 
dishonest vagabonds, that beg victuals and 
throw them away, and buy rum at tun first 
tavern limy reach on their journey, which is a 
sad commentary on the degeneracy of this rum- 
selling and lum-elrinking age.

beggar population, wandering about without a 
borne or any visible means of subsistence, 
should have a home provided for them in some 
house of correction and their wants duly sup- 
plied until they undergo such moral and indus- 
tilal training as will enable them successfully 
to earn an honest living. For although it is the 
purpose of the government to allow people liberty 
to the largest extent, yet no one should have 
tho liberty to become a terror, pest or nuisance 
to the community, and persons who have not 
tbc moans of subsistence at hand ought not be 
allowed tlic liberty to roam at large over the 
country, depending upon the charitable to keep 
them from starving; therefore, the people should 
turn their attention to have some legislative 
action on the subject of lessening the growing 
evil of nomadic -'GitUM BEGGARS," who tra- 
verse the pubhe and private roads in every 
direction in quest of something to beg or some- 
thing to steal.

Sometimes she has not returned to her 
house till 9 in the evening, and tlie gills, thus 
bound, have been confined in a little room as 
hot and close as an oven, with tbc windows 
nailed down to.stifle their cries. Some of the 
neighbors hearing the faint wails of the chil- 
dren have expostulated with the mother, but to 
no purpose. It is difficult to discover the-wo- 
maii's motive; she is probably insane,however. 
She says that she has been advised to take this 
aclion by a city official, and at all everils she 
doesn't want her children associating with those 
of the Jiish people around her. She is a hard- 
working woman, and a member of the church, 
and has hitherto been considered respectable.

Th« Effect of Improved Farm Implements 


Upon Form Labor. 


AS KfWAY HBAI> BEI'OliK THE COLUMBIA 


(CO»y.) KAHMKB'S C1.UD, BY WIL- 


LIAM II. VKOMANS. 


Tlio great want of funning districts is labor, 


itaclilncry ti in many instances substituted for 
liarnl labor, anil y«t to make farming pny re- 
quired Hie best cultivation, to wliicli end liniid 
labor lo a certain extent is necessary. Uo|>eii<l- 
cncc lias to it great extent been upon tlic for- 
eign filcinent of population—tlie Iribli and Ger- 
mans ; but tliesc. es]iccially tlio latter, liave be- 
come too much Americanized to be profitably 
employed, and arc buying farms for themselves 
or earning their wages aa best they ran. 


It lias been said that Hie higher tho quality 


of Inlwr, the greater llic product and conse- 
quently profit. 


Hl»li prices for labor are as a genera! rule 


gup|i«3cd to bring braina into exercise; mill tlio 
owners of tlffi soil cannot atlbrd to tcacli the 
rudiments of American agricultuic to newly- 
nrrivnl anil ignorant foreigners. 


The methods of agriculture are yctcxtiemely 


crud'', mlthougli eacli year brings tlicm more in 
accordance with tlifl dciiiauds of tlie age. 
Ac- 


cording to every other enterprise of a product- 
ive nature, cheap labor is dearest, anil vice versa 
dear labor Is cheapest. Thcrctoro machinery 
iiiusl be introduced to cheapen llio raising of 
products, which will tend lo make faun labor 
more expensive. 


Now it requires no demonstration to prove 


thai where any machine possesses a combina- 
tion of mechanical principles, although the same 
may be operated for a time with comparative 
siiccen, the alxo'.Htc success of running such 
machine depends entirely upon the knowledge 
of llic operator of the piinciples that govern the 
machine. It results very much to the disad- 
vantage of any fanner to attempt to run him- 
nil'or set any other person at running a ma- 
chine under such circumstances. The cfl'ect 
nmy lie a great loss ol' power or excessive injury 
t,. t'.ie machine itself. 


This may be noticed particularly in Hie oper- 


ation of mowing inaclilnosj from a little; waul 
of cure a machine may be made I o require twice 
the amount of power to run it, that it would II' 
properly cared for; and this may not be tlie ro- 
sull ol'any negligence, but from a want ol'a 
pro|*r knowledge of the requirements of the 
iiiai'liinc. 


No person who has ever practiced mowing 


with a nand scythe, need be reminded of tho 
(Illlorence in power required according as the 
scythe is hung in one manner or another, or 
wai in good culling order or otherwise, and yet 
precisely the same rule applies to all machines, 
only to a greater degree, In consequence of a 
vast amount of friction that has to be overcome. 


The thought has arisen sometimes in passing 


meadows that have been shorn of their yen! lire 
by Ihe mowing machine, that tho operator hud 
n poor idea of a machine in good condition, as 
the field had tie appearance of having the grass 
fora oiTratlior than nicely and cleanly cut as it 
should be by a machine in good working order. 


Therefore His position is believed to be ten- 


able, that the nse of improved agricultural im- 
plements, as in ail oilier occupations, necessi- 
tates the employment of labor of a much higher 
order so fur as skill and intelligence is con- 
cerned. Bui as a general rule in those towns 
•where labor is employed to a considerable ex- 
tent, it lias been of a class of foreign birth, that 
•were low-bred and illiterate ; and the same has 
been carried to such an extent that in such 
towns it is a rare thing to find an active ami 
Intelligent person of Amciican parentage em- 
ployed as a hired farm laborer. 


This IMS had much to do with driving young 


meunf ambition and a fair share of ptide to 
seek other employments. As a writer in Wor- 
cester county, Mass., has expressed it: "Farm- 
inn by the old stand-by native farmers is Ire- 
coming of less and less interest. Their sons 
leave the farm for other employment. Conse- 
quently the foreign clement is buying many of 
cur best farms, to the discouragement of those 
that remain; but fow Improvements are made; 
and the general tone of fanning is decreasing." 
Why is this so? For the reason that intelli- 
gence has given place in too many instances to 
mere physical force. Our own town is not 
troubled in this direction, because intelligence 
directs fanning operations. 


Xor is the intervention of machinery to re- 


sult in diminishing the number of laborers; the 
same number will be employed, and perhaps 
more; but as before stated, the died must be 
inevitably to call into exercise a class of work- 
men of a higher mental order. A writer has 
said, "There are but few farms that are carried 
on by foreign help that show so great a degree 
of thrift as the same farm, did under Yankee 
culture a quarter of a century ago." 


Farming should not admit of ignorance any 


more than many other kinds of business. 


In sneaking of the use of machinery, another 


writer has said, "It is being employed exten- 
sively and the effect of its use Is good. It cn- 
largei the breadth of cultivation. 
It sifts out 


unprofitable laborers. It docs not reduce the 
wages of competent and .efficient laborers. 
Skilled, faithful labor is rendered more valuable 
in consequence of machinery." 


Then may we not hail the introduction of 


]iiacliincry as the harbinger of better days to 
the farmer,whereby skilled antl intelligent labor 
shall once more be called to the farm anil the 
farmer occupy in truth the noble position which 
his occupation calls him lo. 


When intelligence not only superintends ami 


directs but performs the operations of the farm, 
tlie sons tliat have strayed away will again re- 
nirn to the old roof-tree and happiness reign 
supreme. 


Hon. Allen W. Dodge, of Il'imUton, Essex 


county, Mass., has given utterance to senti- 
ments that are a fitting conclusion of this sub- 
ject, bald lie, "Could anything be more insult- 
ing to the farmers of New England and their 
boys than a depredation of knowledge theoret- 
ical or scientific as applied to agriculture ? The 
more ignorant the sons of our farmers the 
better fitted to take the places of their fathers 1 
We hare heard from some sources that ignor- 
ance is (be mother of devotion. It was left for 
our enlightened nineteenth century and our 
enlightened country to discover and give cur- 
rency U) tlie great truth, tb*t ignorance is the 
mother of all good farming! 


•Who venders that our boys should tee from 


the firm, where brood only darkness and des- 
pair, to more sunny and hopeful skies ? Surely 
if any one method could be devised, sure to 
accomplish the depopulation of the rural dis- 
tricts, this b it. Doomed, forever doomed tc 
grope and delve and ignorance, wb«re light and 


hope never rome, this will degrade labor and 
doubly (lisgntcc tlio laborer. But may we not 
hope for bull or things ? May we not confidently 
look for tlio union of science with practice, so 
that the young man anil woman, who, in tlic 
future, are I o carry on our farms, will draw 
from them such benefits as to lighten toil and 
make it moro profitable."

How to Cultivate Strawberries, 


Perhaps it might be of interest to some who 


read the GA/.ETTI;, to give some hints on the 
cultivation of the strawberry. I notice that a 
majority of jioople think August and some as 
late as the first of September, tlie proper time 
to plant tin™. When you plant them al this 
season you expect to realize a full crop the 
coming season. I would say to this, the mar- 
ket gardener will be disappointed. The plants 
should have a strong growth before the frost of 
winter comes to check their grawth. It is bet- 
ter to have a strong plant the coming spring, 
that will pioxliico a full crop of good berries,' 
tliiui to have a weak, half grown plant, that 
will only produce half a crop of inferior berries. 
Tlic proper time to plant them is as early in April 
as the soil can be got ready. Then kcop the 
runners cut out, and if I hey should bloom, cut 
the blossom' away; don't allow thorn to bear 
any fruit the season yon plant them. He sure 
that your plants have been shoots grown the 
the previous season; older plants would not be 
profitable to plant, riant them in rows, 2J feet 
apart and not closer than 14 inches in the row. 
The best way to manure them is to draw a 
furrow the depth that, when the manuio is In 
the furrow, tlie top of tho manure will be about 
three inchi'S below tlic surface. Then cover 
tlio manure and have the rows level; then 
make a hole for the plant with the hand or 
trowel, so that when you set the plant ill, the 
roots will lay in every direction as they natu- 
rally grow. I have soon planters twist the roots 
up together, so that they may be easily inserted 
in a hole made with a dibble. This is wrong. 
I will admit that they can be set out in loss 
time and with less expense \\hcn the dibble ib 
used and the roots arc twisled up together— 
Kilt the question is, if it docs not pay to plan) 
them right, docs the planter expect it will pay
